Senato r Beveridge was met at 
Pittsburg by a marching club and del­ 
egatio n which esco rted him to Yo ungs­ 
to wn. 
Arthur I. Vo rys presided, and 
no table speeches were made by Go ver­ 
no r Charles TTrBTughes and Senato r 
Beveridge. 
Bryan the dreamer; Taft 
the do er, was the theme o f the sena­ 
to r’s tribute to the Republican no m­ 
inee. 
He spo ke as fo llo ws: 
We are midway In an histo ric mo ve­ 
ment fo r righteo usness written into 
law. 
Shall that mo vement be carried 
o ut, o r wrecked? 
Its co ncrete expres­ 
sio n is the Ro o sevelt po licies. 
Shall 
they be saved o r lo st? 
Had the abo ut- 
facers In bo th parties who no w are 
po werless, succeeded, they co uld no t 
have wrecked the mo vement, but o nly 
have delayed it. Fo r the peo ple wo uld 
have gathered headway again until 
their purpo se was wo rked o ut. 
But extravagant schemes and emo ­ 
tio nal agitato rs can wreck it. 
The

Revo lutio n wo uld have failed had im­ 
practicable men been in co mmand in­ 
stead o f the cautio us and wise, yet 
daring and determined Washingto n. 
Many a cause has go ne do wn at the 
hands 
o f ho t-headed 
and 
eccentric 
friends. 
And so to day, in the American peo ­ 
ple's mighty mo ral advance, thus far 
successfully led by Theo do re Ro o se­ 
velt, the gravest questio n is whether 
we shall place o ur co mmander’s stan­ 
dard In the hands o f his mo st trusted 
captain, who will lead us safely and 
surely alo ng the well-marked co urse 
we are fo llo wing, o r in the hands o f 
tho se who will lead us o n zigzag 
marches after rash adventures until 
:he who le mo vement disso lves In the 
peo ple’s disgust and the wo rld’s ridi­ 
cule. 
“By their fruits ye shall kno w them .’’ 
Seven years ago we started upo n the 
great wo rk o f mo dern and humane 
legislatio n that has made the Ro o se­ 
velt perio d histo ric, in tho se years we 
passed the railro ad rate bill, which fo r 
the first time In American histo ry as­ 
serts the principle that the go vern­ 
ment o f all the peo ple can and will 
regulate tho se who carry the pro ducts 
o f all the peo ple. 
We passed the meat 
inspectio n and pure fo o d laws, which 
ended the sale o f po iso ned fo o ds and 
adulterated drugs; the irrigatio n law, 
which Is making fertile the arid West 
and will build within o ur o wn co ntl- 
j 
nental bo undaries a new empire o f 
pro ductive wealth. 
In these seven years we have enact­ 
ed mo re impo rtant law’s fo r the safety, 
co mfo rt and welfare o f labo r than in 
any two decades since the go vernment 
was fo unded. 
We passed the emplo y­ 
ers' liability law', which revo lutio nized 
the heartless rule o f the co mmo n law 
and gives the railro ad labo rer o r his j 
family co mpensatio n fo r I\is injury o r 
death; 
the law fo rbidding railways 
fro m requiring emplo yes to wo rk an 1 
Inhuman 
number o f ho urs witho ut 
rest; the safety appliance act, which 
no t o nly lessens the danger to life and 
limb o f emplo yes, but which lncrtvasep 
the safety o f the traveling public.

passed 
the 
Chinese 
exclusio n 
act, 
which keeps co o lie labo r o ut o f the re- j 
public and diminishes the number o f 
co o lies already here. 
We passed the j 
go vernment emplo yes’ liability law, by 
which every man who w'o rks fo r the 
go vernment is certain o f co mpensatio n 
fo r injury o r his family fo r his death 
while in the go v ernment’s emplo y. 
Brvan Nfiver Tho uaht o f These Laws. 


A i l these are Republican laws. Each 
o f them Is a part o f that plan o f states- i 
manship which seeks to write co n* ; 
science and humanity upo n o ur statute 
bo o ks. 
Each o f them was o ppo sed se 
cretly o r o penly by bo th Demo crats 
and Republicans; each o f them receiv­ 
ed bo th Republican and Demo cratic ! 
vo tes. But each o f them was urged by 
a Republican president, o riginated by 
Republican statesmen, and so me o f 
them were no t even tho ught o f o utside 
the Republic 
party. 
Fo r example, 
even Mr. Bryan never dreamed o f the j 
meai inspectio n and pure fo o d laws, 
yet that law means mo re to the health 
o f the American peo ple than all thi 
curio us devices he ever pro po sed.

Aegea n. 
Should he be to leewa rd of the 
tra iling smoke a n a crid odor a s of the 
burning bones comes to his nostrils, a l­ 
most continuing the illusion.

A rema rka ble ma chine lia s been in­ 
sta lled for experimenta l purposes >1 1 the 
counting house of the Ba nk of Engla nd. 
It is the invention of a Swedish en­ 
gineer. 
The a ppa ra tus counts a nd sorts 
money into pa per tubes or ba gs a t the 
ra te of 72,000 coins a n hour. 
in the 
Ba nk of Engla nd fourteen expert ca sh­ 
iers, working a ll da y long, a re a ble to 
count only $5 0,000 in sma ll silver coins. 
The new ma chine will do so in a fifth of 
the time. 
The a ppa ra tus is worked by electricity, 
a nd performs its ta sk in a n interesting 
wa y. 
A grea t ba g of mixed coins is 
first poured into a recepta cle a t the rea r 
of the ma chine, a mi the opera tor ta kes 
bis sta nd in front of it. 
The movement 
of a lever brings up a hea ping tra yful of 
severa l hundred coins, which a re tipped 
over by mecha nica l a ction. 
They fa il 
upon a polished meta l pla te. 
This is 
tilted downwa rd a ud broken up by ra ised 
meta l 
r u l es 
into 
exa ctly 
a 
hundred 
squa res, which ma y he so a ltered in size 
tha t a ny desired coin, slipping into them, 
is held firmly in its pla ce. 
As 
tbe 
coins 
fa ll 
upon 
the 
pla te, 
mecha nism hidden benea th it ca uses it to 
move ra pidly to a nd fro with a sieve like 
motion. 
The result is tha t, should it be 
a rra nged to a bstra ct sixpences from a 
hea p of la rger coins, a ll the bigger coins 
which fa ll upon the moving pla te a re in 
the spa ce of a few seconds “ sifted” off 
it a nd return to their origina l recepta cle, 
w h i l e in ea ch of the hundred squa res lies 
a sixpenny piece. 
By mecha nism even 
more ingenious the hundred coins which 
ha ve been ca ught on tbe pla te tra vel 
through meta l cha nnels into pa per tubes, 
a nd a re sta cked, without ‘lie cha nce of 
error, in twenties, forties or sixties.

The vacancies were caused b y th« 
dea ths of John 
Benz, Democrat, oi 
Crawford, Dub ois and Perry, and John 
Farber. Repub lican, 
of Carroll 
and 
Clinton, and b y the resignations ol 
Frank Wade, Democrat, of Posey coun­ 
ty; Oliver Carmichael, Repub lican, ol 
Delaware, and John B. Faulkner, Detn 
ocrat, of L aporte county. 
Benz and 
Farb er were senators; the others were 
representatives. 
The call for the special elections 
was issued b y Governor Hanly within 
a few hour? of the call for the special 
session. 
It is thought that the officers 
of the house and senate will b e thn 
same as for the regular session twe 
years ago. Politicians disagree on thia 
point, b ut a m ajority insist that the 
officers were elected for full terms. 
The governor’s legislative program 
which has b een tentatively indorsed 
b y the leaders of the administration 
party, includes county local option, re 
peal of the Vincennes university claim 
law, an am en d m en t of the a ppropria­ 
tion act to prevent unexpended 
bal 
ances of specific a ppropriations from 
reverting to the general fqnd at th« 
end of the fiscal year, Sept. 30, and 
providing protection for the people of 
southern 
Indiana 
against 
the n lghf 
riders. 
Some of the leaders reb elled againsf 
local option and the Vincennes claim 
b eing dragged in, b ut a majority ot 
the leaders, including the managers of 
the Watson campaign, agreed that the 
governor was right in demanding thes« 


j things. 
In the sta te m e n t which accompanied 
his proclamation the governor took up 
in detail what he regards as needed 
legislation. 
He m entions first the spe 
cific appropriations. 
By an act of th*» 
last legislature all 
unexpended 
b al 
ances of specific appropriations revert 
to the general fund b iennially at the 
end of the fiscal year immediately pre- 
; ceding the regular session of the l« gis 
lature. 
There is yet a large unexpend 
ed b alance in the appropriation for the 
Southeastern Indiana hospital for the 
insane, and if it should revert, on 
Sept. 30, it would mean postponement 
of work there until a new appropria 
tioh could b e made. 
The governor says: 
"The constitu 
tion imposes upon the governor thw 
duty of convening the general assent 
b ly in special session whenever, in his 
opinion, the welfare of the state re 
quires it. 
The responsib ility of deci 
sion rests solely with the governor. 
He must assum e it alone. 
No one else 
can share it. 
It is indivisib le. 
“I have called others into consulta­ 
tion, most of whom, I am frank to say, 
have advised a gain st the calling of an » 
extra session a t this time, b ut J have 
not b een impressed with their reason 
ing. 
They are sincere, b ut they are 
not ab le to view the m atter from the 
standpoint of responsib ility occupied 
b y the executive. 
“In my opinion conditions now' exist- 
which necessitate a special session of 
the Sixty fifth general assemb ly. 
So 
b elieving. 1 have issued a proclama 
tion calling upon it to assemb le.” 
On the question of prob ab le local op 
tion 
legislation, the governor says: 
“Three years and a half ago I recom 
mended to the general assemb ly and 
it passed a law giving a majority of 
the legal voters of a township or city 
ward the right to rem on strate against 
the traffic in intoxicating liquors at 
retail, and m aking it unlawful for th^ 
b oard of county commissioners, after 
the filing of such a remonstrance, to 
grant a license to any person within 
suoh territory 
for a period of two 
years. 
Under this law 830 townships 
in Indiana have inhib ited this traffic. 
More than 1,600,000 of our people live 
in this territory. 
"Pub lic sentiment has b een created 
in b ehalf of this law, and pub lic opin ­ 
ion has advanced under the dem on­ 
stration of the b enefits deriv ed from 
the inhib ition of the dram shop in 
these communities 
until, today , the 
people of the sta te would, in my judg ­ 
ment, ov erwhelming ly fav or the ena ct­ 
ment of a « oanty local option law tha t 
shall preaerv e without Impairment th* 
present remonstra nce law and be a d­ 
ditional and supplementa ry thereto. 
"PorftonaUy . I am so foMy persuaded 
oi the moral, economic and financial 
v alue of such leg isla tion that I shall 
reoommead and ea rnestly Insist upon 
the enaotment of such a measure "
